Be*perate Strn^](leit of the Imprieox.ed

Louisviixe, Ky., Jan. 11.— The most 
appalling accident known here in many 
years occurred Thursday evening about 
6 o’clock. It was nearly time for work 
to stop all over the city and workingmen 
were expected home by their families, 
when the report spread rapidly tliat 
Miere was a wreck or crash of some kind 
at the new bridge now under constnic- 
tion between Louisville and Jefferson- 
Tillo. 

The CalMOn Dl«appeared« 

A cassion IkkI fpven way, and the 
Workmen employed in it had Ik«c 
drowned or crushed to deatli by stone 
and timliers. The caisson knTwn as No. 
1, was about 100 yards from tlie Ken- 
tucky shore. As the workmen of th€ 
pumping station were looking for th< 
men in tlie caisson to put off in th<dr 
boats, leaving work for the night, they 
suddenly saw the low, dark structure 
disappear in dashing, white waves arid 
heard, before they could realize what 
had happened, tlie roar of the furious 
maelstrom. 

A runner was dispatched to the life 
saving suition, and tiiree skiffs were 
manned and pulled to the scene of the 
wreck. 

Word was sent to the police station, 
and a s^uad was at once ordered to the 
ground to aid in the work of recovery. 
Tlie coroner was called, and went with 
a corps of pliysicians. 

Tho Site of thr Accident. 

The site of the bridge is at the upper 
end 7>f tile city, just below Towhead 
island. Witliin an hour from the dis- 
ap|iearacce of the caisson, 3,000 people 
were on tlie shore and strained their 
eyes trying to see something of tlie 
wreckage. 

Dozens of boats were plying abo’it 
over tlie spot where the caisson had 
stood, and lights danced to and fro wi-.h 
them, but there was no trace of the mas- 
sive structure of stone and timber which 
hjvi kepit off tlic hungry river, to promise 
any hoi)c to tlie anguish-stricken moth- 
era and wives who stood in the throng 
on shore. The water rolled sullenly but 
sniootlily down from the cofferdam 
above the jiunipiag liargc below where 
the caisson had stood. It was soon 
kuown tliat only four of the twenty men 
who were at work at that time bad es- 
capK-d. 

ltr|>ortprs Ordered Off. 

Tlie bridge officials ordered the re- 



pKirU'rs off the pumping barge, and 
made it difficult as possible to get infor- 
mation. 



The Rneh for I.ire.' 

Tlie last man out of the caisson was 
Frank Haddix. lie was barely saved by 
one of his compianions, who dragged hlra 
from wliere he was caught waist deep in 
the quicksand. Taylor says he stool 
nearest the iron ladder by which they 
got in and out of tlie caisson. He heard 
a rumbling and there was a rush of air 
almost at the same instant. He jumpiel 
up the rungs of the ladder, followed by 
the other men. They had hardly got 
clear of the caisson wlien the water 
burst tiirough the mau-hole in a surge, 
knocking them into the river, where 
they were picked up. Haddix says he 
saw Ham. Morris, who was climbing 
next below himself, swiftly drawn un- 
der by the sand, and heard his cries for 
help, but could do nothing. 

The Battle for Life. 

Abe Taylor, one of the survivors, tells 
the following story of the accident, and 
the horrible fight for life of the pianic- 
Btricken u-orknien imprisoned in the air 
chamtwr lieneatli the bed of the river. 
Tlie men won* all at work in the soft bot- 
tom of the river. They made such rapid 
progrcs.< Thursilay in tlie miiadp' 
surlace that tlie excavation went 
down f.n? >r than the caisson, 
whose gni« weight was expiect- 
eil to carry it gradually down, keeping 
piace with tlie work of excavating, to a 
rock foundation. In the afternoon 
an unusual quantity of water began tc 
trickle from under the caisson edges, 
but tlie pmmpis were at work taking it 
out and no apprehension was felt. 
Gradually the incoming tide increased 
until suddenly from under the edge of 
the caisson on every side a flood gushed 



The men, too late, realized their dead- 
ly p)eril and all rushed for the exit into 
the cscapie pipw. Immediately around 
the little trap door which admitted to 
liberty and life the frantic unfortunates 
fouglit like demons, all knowing but a 
few of them could pioss through the in- 
ner trap before the air chamb^ was 
cosufdetely filled by the in-rushing tide. 
Only one could go through at a time, 
and as one man gained a pre-eminence 
he was snatched by his frenzied com- 
pjaninns and drawn back into the 
struggling crowd. Meanwhile the flood 
r<jse swiftly and relentlessly. The 
caisson roof was scarcely liigher than 
the men’s heads, and to be left behind 
meant certain death. 

All® Tay lor was the last of the sur- 
vivors te escape into tlie outer lock. 
As lio ewaped from the clutches of a 
dozen b..Tnas, and leapied through the 
trap into the outer lock, he heard Knox, 
tlie forcaisu. shout ‘'For God's sake.

A caisson is in sha(ie similar to a 
diving bell, a.s it has four sides ami atop 
through which is an exit tube, but no 
floor. The bottomless box is sunk in the 
water until it reaches the lied of tho 
stream where the water is kept out by 
the force of tlie compressed air pumped 
in from above. The little water tnat 
does get inside, beneath edges of the 
caisson, is removed by punipa. As tho 
workmen dig away the soft earth be- 
neath tlie caisson it settles down keep- 
ing the waters shut out.

Tbe raising of turkeys in Kentucky 
is asHumiiig vast proportions, aud it is 
authoritatively stat^ that t>200,000 is 
annually put in circulation by their 
sale. Large siiipments are annually 
made to Europe. Tbe following ex- 
cer|« are from an editorial taken from 
the Glasgow Times: 

“As to quality, the best American 
turkey Is said to be found in Massa- 
cliusetls, with the Kentucky bird a 
close second. Turkey epicures con- 
tend tliat the abundant mast of Mas- 
eacliiisetls, couple<l wiili the extra care 
and Httentiou given bis fowls by llie 
Northern farmer, make the Bay Stale 
turkey a tiling of joy for the table to 
be found nowhere else in the world. 
The Blue-grass turkey, however, is 
said to be about as temptirg as his 
Northern brother, and rivals him iu 
size. Tlie largest turkeys iu I he world 
are to be found iu Kentucky. Fifty 
|ioiinds fur gobblers and thirty pounds 
for hens are not uulieard-uf welglits, 
though, of course, the average falls far 
below these figures. Keutu«;ky also 
has to her credit tbe highest priced 
turkeys ever s<’!d. Tweuty-live and 
fifty dollars are not considered extrav- 
agant figures for clioice pairs of breed- 
ing fowls, while an immeoss couple 
of bronze turkeys were last year sold 
from Kentucky to English parties for 
1125. Tills is tlie liighest price ever 
|iaid fur a pair of turkeys. 

“As to breeils, the bronze lias prac- 
tically succeeded all otlier varieties 
in the estimation of Kentucky breed- 
ers. It is larger, more easily raised 
than any other, and has more of the 
ganiey flavor so much sought after by 
turkey-lovers. Tlie bronze is simply 
across between the wild turkey and 
the tame. The intense black of the 
former is mcMlifled by the contrast 
with the more modestly marked 
domestic variety, and the brilliant 
plumage of the bronze is the result.

As I notice many of the horses in the 



city suffering from slobbering which is 
caused by two kind* of weeds, Euphorbia 
hypericifolia, a small, milky plant, with 
opposite smooth leaves and very small 
white flowers, the other is Lobelia inflata, 
or asthma weed, a larger plant, with alter- 
nate hairy leaves, blue flowers and swelled 
seed vessels. Both blossom at the end ot 
summer, when they are fuily developed 
and more injurious. They become mixed 
with the hay and are eaten by the horse 
who wotild otherwise probably reject 
them. They are both annual plants, 
which may be easily destroyed in the 
meadow by pulling them up before they 
ripen their seed. .Should they grow too 
thick, horses and cattle should not be al- 
lowed to pasture where they grow. The 
second crop of hay should be cut early, 
when the weeds are in blossom, and burnt 
on the ground. Horses and cattle suffer- 
ing with salivation may be cured in a day 
by feeding them freely on cabbage leaves, 
which appears to be an effectual antidote 
for this peculiar disorder. — Courier-Jour- 
nal.

“Stonewall Jackson,” or ‘Old Jack” 
as lie was named by liiy first purcliaser, 
wlio li:ul origiiiHlIy been a soldier in 
the “Stonewall Brigade,” died on Fri- 
day last, on llie farm of Col, Robert T. 
Uraiglilil, near Lyueliburg, at the ad- 
advanced age of tbirty-iliree years. 
He was purcliased by Dr. E. A. Craig- 
bill, now of Lyiicliburg, early in (lie 
spring of 1862, wliile on duty as surgeon 
in tlie reeceiving lioepital at Gordons- 
ville. From tbe anlumn of 1863 to the 
close of llie war “Ulii Jack’’ served a.s 
a ridiiig-hoise for Lieutenant Jiiines B. 
Craighill, of Col. Win. Nelson’s aitil- 
lery baltlaiou, now Rev. James B. 
Craighill, of tlie diocese of Maryland. 
This fuilli fill old liurse was wounded 
twice during the war, but not seriously 
in eitiier iiisla'jcc ; and to tlie day of 
Ilia death llie sound of martial music, 
or ol coiinou or musketry, would arouse 
his mettle to the highest piicli, sliow- 
iug how thuruiiglily liis iiieiuory re- 
cilled the stormy scenes through 
which he had passed. From llie close 
of the war lo tlie time of liis death 
“Old Jack” passed a life of ease and 
dignity, mostly upon tlie farm of Robt. 
T. Craighill, where lie did iiolliiiig but 
light saddle duty. He lias beeu de- 
ceully buried near the spot wliere lie 
dietl, and a gravestone will lie raiseil 
there to per^ieluate the memory of a 
faitliful old servant.

Canaty Whisky Tax Traobleg. 

Jefferson, Daviess, and other large whis- 
ky manufacturing counties have disco >er- 
ed that for the past six y ears they ought to 
have collected annual taxes upon all spir- 
it* distilled in the county. The law en- 
acted in 1S84 imposed the duty of collec- 
tion upon the County Clerks. The distil- 
lers will now be compelled to pay back 
taxes, notnithstanding the whisky has, in 
great part, been sold without a knowledge 
of such tax. 

When County Attorney, J. A. Sullivan 
came into office in this county, four years 
ago, he discovered that the whisky tax had 
not been collected, and immediately or 
dcred it done. The back taxes for two 
years were then easy of adjustment. Thus 
our County Attorney was more watchful 
than in most other counties.

A RATHER BITTER ARRAIGNMENT OF 
A FAD AND ITS FRIENDS. 

Batcberinc H un<I r«ta of Thonaand, of Bird, 

to Secure Their Plnmaa*— Bxtrsets from 

BUTereot Sourece to Show What the 

Practice Bfeaiu. 

One of your esteemed contemporaries 
had an article recently on “Bird Plum- 
age on Women's Heads,” which is ho mis- 
leading anil so favorable to the interests 
of the featlier dealers that, if it hail been 
dictatetl by one of those gentlemen, it 
could hardly have been more so. 

Dead birds mean dollars to the f 3ather 
dealer, and ho would stifle the gush of 
song in tlie throat of the bobolink with 
as little compunction as he would crush 
a mosquito. It is not to be supposed 
tliat these men are going to vohmteer 
any information . that will injure their 
trade; on tlie contrary, it is their part to 
suppress all unpleasant facts, and to 
soothe and put to sleep the conscientious 
scruples of women on the subject of 
dead bird millinery. With your kind 
piermission I will mention a few facts for 
tlie benefit of your readers which will 
rather disprove some previous statements. 

To allirm that the domestic canary is 
never used for millinery purposes is un- 
true. The writer saw a hat only a short 
time since witii flve canaries upion it, ar- 
ranged in such fantastic attitudes as to 
suggest the idea that the wearer was a 
fit subject for the lunatic a.syium. Either 
w e must believe what the feather di^aiers 
tell us, and distrust the evidence of our 
own senses, or we must believe whi.t the 
leading ornithologists of the country 
tell us, and for my piart I prefer to 
lieve the latter. In 1886 the rage for 
dead bird millinery liad reached a climax, 
and tiie ornithologists published a ripiort 
sliowing the appialling destruction of our 
Song birds to satisfy tlie demands of a 
barbarous and demoralizing fashion. 
Ttie report says: “From carefully gath- 
ered statistics it is proved tliat on the 
most moderate calculation 5,000,000 song 
birds are annually required to fiL; the 
demand for the ornamentation of tiic 
hats of American women. Tlie slaugliter 
Is not confined to song birds; everything 
tliat w ears feathers is a target for the 
bird butcher. In a single season 40,000 
terns were killed at Cape Cod for ex- 
portation, and the swampis and marshes 
of Florida have been depKipulatcil of 
their egrets and herona In one month 
1,0(X),000 bobolinks have been killed 
near I’hiladelphia, and from a single 
Long Island village 70,000 song birds 
were supplied in a short time to Now 
York dealers for millinery purpioees.” 

The above are only a few extracts 
from the report, but enough to ahow 
what the slaughter has b^n; and if 
song birds arc not used so mucli now on 
hats os formerly, it is owing to the re- 
straining influence of the Audubon so- 
cietj'. This society is an outgrowth of 
tlio committee on bird protection of the 
American Ornithologists' union, and has 
members today in every state in tlie 
union and in Canada. 

ITobably if the wearers of the plumes 
of tlie Florida egrets knew at what cost 
these plumes are obtained, there would 
he less demand for them, and os women 
as often sin in tliis matter from ignor- 
ance and want of tliouglit as from want 
of lieart, it is only riglit they should 
know. A corresjjondent of The Audu- 
bon Magazine (see July number, 1887) 
writes from Pinecastlc, Fla., as follows: 

‘•Tlirough my meanderiiigs I watciied 
closely for birds and deer. I kiw but a 
few hundred birds, where formerly I had 
seen from 10,000 to 20,000. I met plenty 
of liuuters with buggies and w-agons 
loaded witli bird plumes. The birds arc 
killed at a season of the year when tliej’ 
are rearing their young. On passing the 
rookeries wliere tlie hunters hod lieen a 
few days jtrevious, tlie screams and cidls 
of tlie starving young birds were pitiful 
to liear. Some were just fledged, wlJlc 
otliers were so young tiiat they could 
make but little noise. But all luut in- 
evitably starve to death. I cannot de- 
scribe tlie horror it gave me to liear 
the pitiful screams of the dying little 
birds.” 

I think your esteemed contemporary 
has got rather mixed up in his oruithtil- 
ogy wlicn he speaks of the cedar bird as 
the rice bird which does so much injury 
to the crops iu the south, so that its de- 
struction is rather a benefit than other- 
w ise. But I quite understand his descrip- 
tion of ‘‘bird effects.” The way the birds 
are tom up, and the different parts dis- 
tributed upon hats, would bo quite in ac- 
cordance with tho fitness of things in tlic 
mind of a savage, hut it is an insult to tlic 
taste and feeling of a civilizeil people. 
On one hat is a breast witliout head or 
body, on another a decapiitated head 
with glass eyes stares out from betwe*-n 
legs, or the bird is smashed fiat.as if killed 
with a stone — more tho position it wouid 
take in its dying agonies than any paie 
it could possibly assume in life. Still, 
the outlook is not so discouraging as it 
miglit be, and people ore beginning to 
realize the necessity of more rigid laws 
to protect birds other tlian those for fowL 

I read in Tlie Savannah News of a re- 
cent date: “Hie crane is pursued vigor- 
ously by the hunter, who finds a ready 
market for tho plumage, as tlie snow- 
wloite feathers arc popular with the wo 
men of fashion. Plumage dealers in New 
York have hunters regularly employed at 
a salary in the south, Florida, and along 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts of the penin- 
sula, and all through the almost impem>- 
trablc lagoons and hayons of the Ever- 
glades, who keep up the warfare upon the 
birds of plumage and song all tlmiugli 
the winter. And this fact has led to the 
agitation of the question whether a rigid 
law sliould not be passed to punish by 
fines and penalties all who are convicted 
of eliooting any birds excepting those 
which are edible,” — Letter in New York 
Sun.

The Hindoos are early risers. In the 
warm season — extending from April to 
October — they sleep either upon tho 
housetop or in the court yard, or in tho 
veranda, if rain should bo threatening, 
and are usually up at 5 o'clock or earlier 
in the morning.

Happening to yawn, he im- 
mediately fiUipe hb thumb and middle 
finger, though he does not know why. 
Ha prepares for hb morning toileU He 
plucks a twig from the bitter neem tree, 
breaks off a span length of it, cruslies 
one end between hb teeth and extem- 
porizes a tooth brush. He next draws 
up water from tbe well in the yard with 
an iron bucket, and prepares to wash hb 
hands and face. This b quickly done. 
He then throws on an extra garment, the 
thickness and texture depending on the 
season and weather, liglits hb hooka, 
takes a few pulb with his euphonious 
hubble-bubble, and b ready to go ouL 
With a passing “Rama, Rama” to friend 
or acquaintance, and a neighborly gossip 
by the way, ho repairs to lib place of 
businesa While going be will sedulously 
avoid those signs and sounds which may 
augur ill for tho day. Should one sneeze, 
or should he hear the cawing of a crow 
or the cry of a kite, or should he meet an 
oil man, or ono blind or lame, or see a 
cat cross hb path, ho would be greatly 
dbtressed as to tho day before him. On 
the other hand, if a fox crosses hb path, 
if he hears a gong or shell summoning 
him to worship, or if he meets a Brali- 
man with hb head uncovered, ho would 
rejoice, hailing it as auspicious.

If the hair b falling out, remember 
that it is owing to an unhealtliy condi- 
tion of the scalp. First cut off about two 
inches of tho hair, next wash in clear, 
cold, soft water, rubbing dry with a 
crash towel? then begin the fifteen min- 
utes’ brushing process, and in a few 
weeks you will sec the tiny spires of new 
hair coming all over your heaiL Beware 
of being tempted to the use of any nos- 
trum whatsoever, no matter how plausi- 
ble the advertisement thereof; all are 
more or less injurious — generally more, 
as you will find out to your sorrow if you 
begin the use of them.

You may have heard travelers scoff at 
the practical Frenchman who stuffs one 
comer of hb napkin inside hb shirt col- 
lar and spreads .'t fully over tho front of 
hb person from hb chin down to liis 
knees. This b the practice of the French 
people of the middle and lower classes, 
who are tlirifty and prudent, and who 
wbli to eat at their ease and not spot 
tlieir clothes. Hierc b iiotliuig ridiculous 
in thb practice. There u a reason, and 
an excellent reason, for so spreading the 
napkin, and if I were dini.ng at liomo, 
or alone at a restaurant or club, and had 
on my spotlcas shirt and open wabteoat 
and clawhammer coat, all ready to go to 
the oiiera, I should certainly spread my 
napkin over my manly and snowy hueoui.

“Uoy Hamlet.” 

John Howard Payne enjoys tho dis- 
tinction of being the first American 
Hamlet who was bom in America, and 
bo had been bom but seventeen years 
when he playeil “Hamlet" at the Park 
theatre in May, 1809. He was the first 
of the long line of infant phenomena in 
tlib country, and the original “Boy 
Hamlet.” Fired by tho marvelous — 
and ridiculous — success of Master Betty 
in England, he weut upon tlio rtago with 
little professional training, and with 
barely sufficient intelligence to pby the 
parts of Rosencrantz or Guildenstera, 
but he drew enormous crowds, and put 
money in lib purse. Two years later, 
on tlio 5th of April, 1811, ho introduced 
tho tragedy of “Hamlet” to Albany au- 
diences; but he b remembered by pos- 
terity as a playwright rather than as a 
pbyer, and os the author of one immor- 
tal song. Hb Hamlet naturally was as 
immature and as amateur as it was pre- 
mature. — Lawrence Hutton in Harper's 
Magazine. 

8t«el Peoa. 

Nearly all the steel pens used in thb 
country are nianufactureil here, tliough' 
twenty years igo nearly all were Im- 
ported. Now only tbe highest priced 
ones are imported. We use about 
1,000,000 gross every year, which is not 
so large a number os might appear, cou- 
sidering that it represents fewer than 
three pens apiece for all the inhabitants. 
As many people who uso them wear out 
a gross (144 pens) or more in a year, it b 
evident that there must be a great many 
who never use a steel pen at olL The pens 
are ma<le of imported steel, which b 
preferred because of its more uniform 
quality. It b rolled into big sheets and 
cut into strips, after which it is an- 
nealed, rolled to the thickness required, 
then tempered and cut and stamp^ into 
pena Much skill b required in all these 
operations and in tiiose of finbhing tho 
pens for use. The manufacture and 
trade iu steel pens has seen very little 
cluango for a generation. — Good House- 
keeping.
